The scrap iron in 
question originates in the various USIA plants and consists of material 
from dismantled plants, plus airplane and automobile wrecks. Special 
welding machines cut up the scrap iron which is then transported to the 
railroad stations in Juschwnaschtrans trucks. 


In Ear oh 1948* the firm of Continental© , iron wholesalers , at Vienna I* 
Wtorgasse 15, was particularly active in delivering scrap iron to 
USIa for^ transport by Jus chimes chtrans to the CSR. In the period of 
lgl5 Aprj.1 194S, Jus chi .Ties chtrans dispatched 238 carloads of scrap to 
Trinec,^ CSR; an additional 166 carloads were sent to the same place in 
the period of 15-28 April 1948.
